LAWS OF INTERPRETATION. 


SUPREMACY CONSTITU- 


“The great object of the maxims of interpreta- 
tion,” says, Judge Kent,” is to discover the true 
intention of the law ; and whenever that intention 
ean be indubitably ascertained, and it be not a 
violation of Constitutional right, the courts are 
bound to obey it, whatever may be their opinion 
of its wisdom or pelicy.” 

Of course, if it be a violation of Constitutional 
right, then the Courts are bound not to obey it, 
no matter though it were indubitably ascertained 
to be the intention of the law; for an intended 
violation of Constitutional right is a crime that 
the courts cannot sanction. 

“It is an established rule in the exposition of 
Statutes, that the intention of the law-giver is to 
be deduced from a view of the whole and ofevery 
part of a statute, taken and compared together. 
The real intention, when accurately ascertained, 
will always prevail over the literal sense of the 
terms. ‘Ihe reason and intention of the law-giver 
will control the strict letter of the law, when the 
latter would lead to palpable injustice, coutradic- 
tion and absurdity.” 

Of course, on the same ground, the strict letter 
of the law will control the reason and intention 
of the law giver, if the latter would lead to injus- 
tice. But again, “The intention is to be taken and 
presumed, according to what is consonant to rea- 
son and good discretion.” 

“Statutes are likewise to be construed in refer- 
ence to the principles of the common law, for it 
is not to be presumed the legislature intended to 
make any innoyation upon the common Jaw, fur- 
ther than the case absolutely required.” “Statutes 
that are remedial are to receive an equitable in- 
terpretation so as more effectually tu meet the 
beneficial end in view.” 

“The common law,” said Lord Chief Juctice 
Coke, “doth control acts of parliament, and ad- 
judges them void, when against common right 
and reason,” 

“The Common Law,” says Lord Chief Justice 
Hale. “is that whieh deelareas aud usserts the 
the rights and liberties and the properties of the 
subject, and is the just, known, and common rule 
of justice and right between man and man ;” “the 
best, safest, and truest rule of justice in ail mat- 
ters as well criminal as civil.’—Hale’s Common 
Law, Ch. 3. 

“The Common Law,” says Judge Kent, “is the 
common jurisprudence of the peopie of the Uni- 
ted States, and was brought with them as colon- 
ists from England, and establi-hed here. It was 
claimed by the Congress of the United Colonies 
in 1774 as a branch of those “indubitable rights 
and liberties to which the respective colonies are 
entitled.” “ The elementary principles of the 
Common Law are the same in every State.” 
—Kent’s Commentaries. 

The principles of Common Law as applied by 
Lord Mansfield in his decision against slavery in 
1772 were in force in the Colonies. The Consti- 
tution of the United States was framed in refer- 
ence to them. Acts of colonial legislatures con- 
trary to common right and Magna Charta have 
been declared void. “In 1792, the Supreme Court 
of South Carolina, in the case of Bowman versus 

Middleton, went further, and set aside an act of 
the colony legislature, as being against common 
right and the principles of Magna Charta, be- 
cause it took away the freehold of one man, and 
vested it in : another, without any compensation, 
or any previdus attempt to determine the right. 
They declared the act to be ipso facto yoid.” 

How much more the taking away of one man’s 
freedom, and vesting it us another’s property, 
contrary to right and the Common Law. 

“Every act of the legislature made in violation 
of the Constitution, or of any provision of it, is 
null and void.”

British Neutrality. 

There is one act of the British Cabinet which 
stands foremost as an omen of peril—foremost in 
time, foremost also in the magnitude of its conse- 
quences. Though plausible in form, it is none the 
less injurious or unjustifiable. Of course I refer 
to that inconsiderate Proclamation in the name of 
the Queen, as early as May, Ls61, which, after 
raising Kebel Slavemongers to ax equality with 
the National Government, in Belligerent Rights, 
solemnly declares “neutrality” between two equal 
partes, as if the declaration of equality was not 
an insult to the National Government, and the 
declaration of neutrality was not a moral absurd 
ity, offensive to reason and all those precedents 
which make the glory of the British name. Even 
if the Proclamation could be otherwise than im- 
proper at any stage of euch a Rebellion, it” was 
worse than a blunder, at that early date. ‘Phe ap- 
parent relations between the two Powers were 
more than friendly. Only a few months before, 
the youthful heir to the British throne had been 
welcomed, everywhere, throughout the United 
States—except in Richmond—as in the land of 
kinsmen. And yet, ia:mediately after the tidings 
of the Rebel assault upon Fort Sumter—before 
the Natioval Government had begun to put forth 
its strength—and even without waiting for the 
arrival of our newly-appointed Minister, who was 
known to be at Liverpool on his way to London, 
the Proclamation was suddenly launched. I 
doubt if any well-informed person, who has read 
Mr. Dallas's dispatches of 2d May, 1861, recount- 
ing a conversation with the British Minister, will 
vindicate it, in point of time. Clearly the alacrity 
of this concession was unhappy, for it bore an air 
of defiance, or at least of heartlessness toward an 
ally of kindred blood, engaged in the maintenance 
of its traditional power against an infamous pre- 
tension. But it was more unhappy still that the 
good genius of England did not save this historic 
nation, linked with so many triumphs of freedom, 
from a fatal step, which, under the guise of “neu-

Britain knows less than France of national vicis- 
situdes; but such an act of wrong would do 
something in its influence to equalize the condi- 
tions of these two nations.

.Magistrates meet once a month in session, to 
hear appeals from the decision of individual 
magistrates. I was present at one of them, | 
It was a case where a steward brought a | 
charge against the peasantry of not paying 
certain debts which they had contracted before 
emancipation. It was deeply interesting to 
watch the different parties, the independent but 
civil air of the peasants, who felt that they 
were treated as men, not as cattle; and on the 
other hand, the insolent swagger of the stew- 
ard, who seemed sure of gaining his case, and, 
no doubt, looked with a longing, lingering re- 
gret on the good old times, when be could have 
sent these peasants to Siberia, and was abso- 
lute master of the life and honor of them and 
their families; however he was defeated, and 
had to retire erestfallen. It is traly a new er 
for the peasants. 

“Education is progressing, along with social 
improvement. More- than eight thousand 
schools have been opened for the peasants, and 
everywhere I hear of their being anxious to 
read, as they feel they ought to be able to 
read the laws by which they are governed. 
The peasant now feels he is a man, and as such 
ought to cultivate his intellect. 

“Hierce was the opposition to emancipation, 
particularly by the smaller proprietors, who 
ground the peasant dowa by excessive exactions 
The great proprietors were much more liberal. 
Tae men who advocated emancipation had to 
endure much from their countrymen, and | 
only wish they received more sympathy from 
Englishmen, as they!were as well deserving of it 
asisthe Czar. Nothing could exceed his firm- 
ness and noble zeal upon the question, — He 
knew that by his course he ran the risk of 
loosing his lite, but this did not deter him. 
“The demand for land ts increasing rapidly 
on the part of the peasants, ‘The cnemies ot 
cniancipation said the land would go out of 
cultivation, as the peasantry would be too idle 
to work; but events have disproved this. — I 
Was surprised to see the care with which the

A TRUE LOVE STORY. 


Cobbett tells us how an English yeomen 
loved and courted, and how he was loved in 
return; and a pretticr episode does not exist 
inthe English language, ‘Talk of private 
memoirs of courts—the gossip of the cottage 
is worth them all. Cobbett, who was a ser- 
geant-major in a regiment of foot, fell in tove 
with the daughter of a sergeant of artillery, 
then in the same province of New-Brunswick. 
He had not passed more than an hour in her 
company, When noticing her modesty, quietude, 
and her sobriety, he said, “that’s the girl for 
me.” The next morning he was up early, and 
almost before it was light passed the sergeant’s 
house, There she was on the snow, serubbing 
out a washing tub, “That's the girl for me,” 
again cricdCobbett, although she was not more 
than fourteen, and he was nearly twenty-one. 

‘From the first day | spoke to her,” he 
writes, “1 had wo more thought of her being 
the wife of any other man than L had the 
thought of her becoming «a chest of drawers." 
Ife paid every attention to her, and, young as 
she was, treated her with all confidence. He 
spoke to her as his friend, his second self. But 
in six months, the artillery was ordered to Eng- 
land, and her father with them.

EMANCIPATION IN RUSSIA. 
Resuirs or Serr Emancipation :—a Visit TO 
THE Prasants:-Rerorms Beau, 

The London Daily News publishes a letter 
from Moscow, written by Mr. James Long, 
and communicated to that journal by the sec- 
retary of the British and Foreign Anti-Slave- 


ry Society, in which an excellent account is 


given of the results of serf emancipation in 
Russia. The writer says: 
“T have frequently seen the leaders of the 


serf emancipation movement, both in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, ag well as in the interior. 
I visited the estate of Prince Cherkessy, one 
hundred miles south of Moscow, in the govern- 


ment of Tole, and I was delighted with all I 
saw and heard, 


It shows, without any doubt, 
that a great and pacific revolution has been 
accomplished in Rassia, the effects of which 
are calculated to be of great utility to the 
cause of the peasantry, throughout the world. 

“The great principle on which emancipation 
is based is the old municipal system of Russia 
applied to the peasantry—a complete system 
of self government. The peasants elect, them- 
selves, the heads of the Villages, and these cor- 
respond with the authorities. These heads as- 
semble twice a month, to settle disputes among 
the peasants. Then the government have ap- 
pointed, throughout Russia, sixteen hundred 
honorary magastrates, to settle disputes be- 


fleet on the family relations of the peasants, 
emancipation is realizing all that its most san- 
cuine friends anticipated; yes, more; for where 
has there been such a revolution accomplished 
without the shedding of blood ? and the peas- 
ants had many deep-seated Wrongs to avVele 
upon the proprietors, but they forbore, strong 
in the sense of justice, 

“Nor are the effeets beneficial only for the 
peasant, It is a question whether the proprie- 
tor will not, in many eases, gain mach, and cer- 
tainly morally. He will no longer be temp- 
ted by idleness, the parent of vice, The new 
system will require him to look after his own 
affairs, instead of leaving them in the hands of 
a grinding steward, Instead of being a mere 
pleasure hunter on the continent, he will have 
to live much on his own estates,and superiatend 
in person, Which will induce good habits. | In- 
stead of being surrounded by hosts of cheaply- 
paid domestic serfs, ready to obey his bidding, 
Whether for moral or immoral purposes, he will 
have to mantain fewer servants and to exert 
himself more, not living in the style ofan 
casterh satrap. 

“Emancipation is aiso leading to other re 
forms. Law reform and the

by liberty to follow our own desires and habits 
in the details of life. It is, however, only by 
fidelity in little things, that a true and constant 
love to God can be distinguished from a pas: 
sing fervor of spirit. 

Let us remember that God looks in our ae- 
tious only for the motive. ‘The world judges 
us Only by appearance; God counts for no- 
thing, what is most dazzling tomen. What he 
desires is a pure intention, true docility, and 
a sincere self-renunciation, All this is exer- 
cised more frequently, ina way that tries us 
more severly, on common than on great oeca- 
sions, Sometimes we cling more tenaciously 
to a trifle than to a great interest. It would 
give us more pain to relinquish an amusement 
than to bestow a great sum in charity. We 
are more easily lead away by little things, he- 
cause we believe them more innocent, and 
imagine that we are less attached to them; 
nevertheless, when God deprives us of them, 
we soon discover, from the pain of privation, 
how excessive and inexcusable was our attach- 
ment to them, ‘The sincerity of our picty is 
also impeached by the neglect of minor duties. 
What probability is there that we should not 
hesitate to make great sacrifices, when we 
shrink from slight ones ? 

But what is most dangerous to the mind; is 
the habit it acquires of unfaithfulness. True 
love to God thinks nothing small. All that 
can please or displease him is great. It does 
not produce weak and constrained scruples, but 
it places no limits to its fidelity; it acts with 
simplicity, and as it is not embarrassed with 
things that God has not commanded, it never 
hesitates a moment about what he does com- 
mand, whether it be great or small.
